In this casa the plaintiff sued for $194, 
wages, passage money and biard aod 
lodging.

Mr Wilkinson said the defendant wasthe 
proprietor ofthe ‘My Sweetheart! the: 
atrical company. He engaged the defend- 
sot in August fest at a salary of $12 
per week and expenses, and under. 
took .on the expiration, of the agree. 
ment to provide: the ‘plaintiff with 
6 first-class passage to Calcutta from 
the place where the agreement. termi- 
nated. Lhe company went to Shanghai’ a 
short time ago from Hongkong and on J9th 
December last thoy broke up. - The plain- 
tiff was left entirely without means and the 
defendant arranged to provide a pusage 
for him to Calcutta. He paid his paage 
first-class to Hongkong and gavo him an 
order to-Messra PD: R. Sassoon & Co, for 6 
steerage passage to Calcutta, but. when the 

Maintiff applied at.Mesars Sassoon’s he was 
informed that they had no. instrutions 
.aboat a pasange for him and a passage was 
refused.

He complained of my bei- g 
under tho influence of: liquor while off. 
duty, He complained onca of my boing 
Jato for tcheareal. I was in the habit of 
drinking too much after tho performance 
was over. IE yory seldom drank anything 
in the morning, “I was staying at the 
Victoria Hotel. Idrauk principally whis- 
kies ond sodas, [began when the sun 
went down; it is an Indian habit. I 
very sellom took ony beforo tho sun 
went down I very often had a 
bottls of whisky in my room, I was 
never absont from my duty in Hongkong 
on account of drink, I will nob go so far 
as to say that I may not have boen absent 
from daty through somothing induced bg 
drink. I can't ssy how many ‘pegs’ 
may have had in a day. If I took four 
within tho space of two:houre I should feel 
very drunk, Iwas illin Hotgkong from 
congested liver; I have been eight years in 
India, and that is enough to give any mon 
congested liver. I believe it was due to 
climatic influence and it may have 
been accelerated by drink. Dr Cantlie 
aaw me whon I was ill here, and 
he told me tho cause of my illness 
was probably due to o chill. He asked 
if I Veen, and [told him I was a pretty 
free drinker and had beenall along, He 
did not tell me TI should kill myself if I 
continued drinking.
